The maintopmast and mainmast 
head were shivered, but fortunately no other 
damage was sustained. It is the first instance 
on record of a vessel being struck by light­ 
ning in these water*.

ESiEF SAN FRANCISCO NEWS ITEMS. 
The bark T. J. Southard, from New York 
to San Francisco, reported ashore at Cape 
St. Roque, is full of w ater aud her cargo is 
being landed. 
The remaining tax-resisting suits of the 
railroad companies against the Tax- 
Collectors of the various counties in tiie 
State, except those already transferred to 
the respective counties, have, on the mo­ 
tion of the railroad companies, been trans­ 
ferred to the U nited States Circuit Court. 
John C. Moody, the druggist, filed a 
petition in insolvency yesterday, alleging 
that in consequence of depreciation in the 
value of real estate, faliiDg-off of business 
and losses in stocks he is unable to meet 
his liabilities. The liabilities aggregate 
816,135 70, of which amount 812 260 70 
is due to E. E. Eyre. The petitioner rep­ 
resents that he is possessed oi property 
valued at 817,S35 70. 
There was a large falling off in the num­ 
ber of deaths reported at the Health Office 
W ednesday. Up to 4 o’clock 17 deaths 
were recorded, being half the num ber for 
the preceding day. B at one death oc­ 
curred from pneumonia and two from bron­ 
chitis. H ealth Officer Meares believes that 
next week will show a large decrease in the 
number of deaths, as the sewers are now 
nearly all opened and flushed by the rain­ 
storm. 
A wager has been made by which a Mr. 
Mclnnes* engages for 83 a day to carry a 
brick between the gas company’s office, at 
the corner of First and Natoma streats, to 
the corner of First and Howard streets, 
his task to commence at S a. m. and to con­ 
clude at 6 p. M., w ith an interval of one 
hour for dinner. By the terms of the 
agreement work is to commence this morn­ 
ing and continue for a week, failure to exe­ 
cute the conditions to result in a forfeiture 
of pay. 
The order of Chief Crowley in relation 
to the Sunday law has created a great deal 
of excitement among the various dealers 
who are in the habit of keeping open on 
Sunday, The dealers are determined to 
keep open, and are willing to stand trial. 
The Prosecuting Attorneys are very doubt­ 
ful as to whether the Police Courts can do 
anything b at try Sunday-law cases. Enough 
arrests can be made in one day to till up 
the calendars for weeks to come, and in 
every case a jury will be demanded.

Paris is growing, and wishes to 
loosen the girdle of fortifications which 
heina her in. 
D aring the siege the city 
forts were foand to be of no great service 
when compared to those on the surrounding 
higbts, and their site is now wanted for 
building purposes. This recalls the fact 
that the central boulevards were built on 
the seventeenth century fortifications, and 
that w hat was a verdant suburb of the city 
in the time of Louis XIV. is now its core.

CHINA. 
• 
The Chihli copper mines in China have 
been abandoned as a failure. 
A telegraph line is to be built between 
Chinkiang and Nanking. An extension of 
the line to Hankow is also projected. 
The robbers cf the imperial palace at 
Peking have been arrested. 
Uneasiness is caused by the attitude of 
the Manchuria chiefs, who are disaffected 
to the Chinese Government. Manchuria 
is believed to sympathize with Russia. 
The rising in Hunan, W est China, has 
been suppressed by the prom pt execution 
of the leaders. The leader of a revolu­ 
tionary movement in another district has 
been arrested. 
JAPAN. 
The latest project for the inflation of 
currency is the scheme of the Kairio Kwa- 
isua to establish a bank, to be named 
Chiken Ginko, for the purpose of issuing 
bank notes against title deeds of land. 
The Chinese Government has applied to 
the Osaka M int to coin for it 4.000,000 
gold yen. 
A W estern Adm iralty establishment 
will be formed at Mihara, Bizen province, 
Japan, w ithin this year, at an expense cf 
30,000 yen. Three men of-war will be 
stationed there, aud thenceforth two ves­ 
sels of war will be stationed at different 
ports of Hokkaido during spring, summer 
and autumn. 
COREA. 
The Conservative party desires to over­ 
throw the Government for adm itting for­ 
eigners to trading privileges. This has 
special reference to the Japanese. The 
Government is strong cuough to put down 
the insurgents, and several have been exe­ 
cuted. A Japanese man of-war is stationed 
at Ninsen, the treaty port, to be ready for 
contingencies. Over 1 500 men attem pted 
to seize the King, but failed. The Corean 
Embassador to Japan, while in the capital, 
subm itted two demands to the Forekn 
Department—the revision of the treaty be­ 
tween Corea and Japan, and the postpone­ 
ment of the opening of Ninsen harbor.

COOK IN INDIA. 


.Joseph Cook has come to grief in India, 
where he w ent w ith the purpose of con­ 
verting tw o or three 
hundred 
million 
liLuth«.ua J u ilu g Ills 
t AGUllUli, &Ull JUab lO 
keep his hand in, as it were. 
B ut accord­ 
ing to a dispatch he had not been there 
long before he fell foul of the Theosophical 
Society, and took an early opportunity to 
attack its President and Secretary, (¡jfonel 
O lcott and M adame B lavatskv, no doubt 
w ith his characteristic ignorance and assur­ 
ance. 
The result was an answ er to Lis 
assault which dem onstrated th e falsehood 
and malice of his statem ents, and which 
drew from an Kog’ish officer high in eta- 
tion th e expression of an opinion th at he 
xvas a cowardly slanderer. 
N ot being able 
to defend bis position, and not possessing 
th e integrity requisite to a m anly and 
honorable retraction, this itinerant calum ­ 
niator ha3 been compelled to leave India 
in a very dilapidated state, and w ithout 
having m ade any converts at all. 
Joseph 
Cook is intellectually a sort oí whipped 
syllabub, very frothy, and m aking quite 
an imposing 
appearance 
when 
freshly 
arranged, b u t sinking rapidly into flatness 
and insipidity. 
T hat he should have 
failed in his Indian mission is not surpris­ 
ing, seeing th a t a long succession of realis­ 
able divines have sh attered them selves 
against th a t rock in vain, and seeing also 
th a t there is really nothing in the C hristian 
religion to recom mend it to th e Hindoos, 
xvhether they be Buddhists, Sivaites, w or­ 
shipers of Urahm, or of any of the thousand 
cults of the country. 
All its distinctive 
tenets have long been fam iliar to them in 
th eir own creeds, and supernatural cíe 
dentials can possess no convincing power 
for a people whose religious literatu re and 
tradition swarm w ith far more m arvelous 
stories than are to be found in th e Bible. 
The 
converiion 
of 
H indostán in 
fact 
ii one of those impossibilities which can 
cnly serve to discipline and train too arro­ 
gant C hristian missionaries, and men like 
Joseph Cook are particularly unfitted for 
such work. 
Iu attacking the Theosophical 
Society, moreover, he rallied against his own 
cause the most active intellectual elem ent 
am ong the Hindoos, who fully appreciate 
and heartily approve th e labors of Colonel 
O lcott and M adame Blavatsky to revive pop­ 
ular interest in ancient Indian literature, 
and especially in the B uddhist canon and 
faith. 
I t was peculiarly foolish to open 
hia cam paign w ith an assault apon those 
active w orkers, and though Joseph Cook 
could never have «fleeted anything in the 
line he had taken, he earned for him self an 
ignom inious exit by this act. 


RUSSIA 
AND 
GEEMAhY. 


If A ustria goes to w ar w ith Russia she 
will do so w ith th e full approval of G er­ 
m any. 
A t present the Russian and G er­ 
man sovereigns occupy such intim ate social 
relations as to interfere seriously w ith 
B ism arck’s projects.

A s it ia the fri« ndahip existing betw een 
th e old E m peror and th e Czar em barrasses 
him , and m ay prevent him from carrying

A id it is also possible th a t neither he nor 
his m aster m ay live to tak e advantage of 
an o th er opportunity for settlin g th e great

The San Francisco Call th e other day re­ 
m arked : “ Soma of cur contem poraries 
“ take stale paragraphs from E astern pa- 
“ pcrs w hich come by mail, and pass them 
“ off upon the public for telegram s. 
The 
“ I!'asp, for instance, only a few days ago 
“ gave several sam ples of such frauds by 
“ the Chronicle." 
Y esterday th e Chronicle 
attem pted to defend itself against this 
charge, and in a long article, consisting 
chit fly of u n tru th fu l praises of its own tel­ 
egraphic enterprise, it somehow contrived 
to ignore th e very frau d of w hich it had 
been accused. 
I t “ em phatically denies ’ 
th a t it “ garbles " o r " stuffs ” its news, bu t 
it dees not and it cannot deny th a t it has 
repeatedly published stale news as fresh, 


and news w hich it received by m ail as tele­ 
graphic news. 
T h at is th e substance of 
the charge against it, and to show th a t this 
is not an idle accusation we to-day reprint 
from th e 1 Vasp proofs of the Chronicle's de­ 
liberate attem pts to cheat its readers. 
In 
the cases cited it has sim ply clipped news 
from the E astern journals, a w eek old, 
and 
has 
altered 
th e 
date 
and 
then 
printed the articles as dispatches of th e 
night 
preceding 
publication. 
T he 
evi­ 


dence 
adduced 
by th e 
1 Vasp is qnite 
conclusive on this point, and th e Chronicle 
ia not only accused b u t convicted. 
I n ­ 
stead ot m eeting th is very difficult indict­ 
m ent it tries to carry the war into Africa, 
by charging the Call w ith republishing its 
news of th e day before. 
If th e Call has 
done this, however, ex-cry pertou knows 
th at the Chronicle has also done it. 
N o t a 
day pasEes b u t th a t sheet reprints some 
news brought ox-er th e wires by the Asso­ 
ciated Press, and in regard to Coast news 
it m ay be said to be alm ost entirely de­ 
pendent upon th e California Tress Asso­ 
ciation. 
The latter ia an organization dis­ 
tin c t from the Associated Press, and it has 
arranged a m ost thorough and com prehen­ 
sive new-s system all over th e Pacific Coast. 
The Chronicle is dependent for its coast 
news upon a few agents scattered here and 
there, 
and unless it can get a clue to 
im portant coast news from early publica­ 
tion in th e Bulletin, it is p retty certain to 
be behindhand in its intelligence. 
In the article referred to it m akes a very 
ill-founded boast of the exclusiveness of 
its 
news arrangem ents, 
saying, 
among 
other things, th a t its telegraphic bills “ are 
“ not footed by an association.” 
If by this 
the Chronicle means to assert th a t it alone 
pays for all its telegraphic news, the pub­ 
lic m ust conclude th a t it is a rem arkably 
philanthropic journal, and th a t it supplies 
the San Francisco Exam iner and Evening 
Post, and the Sacram ento Bee, w ith dis­ 
patches for nothing. 
F or it is very certain 
th a t these journals publish its dispatches, 
and th a t the Exam iner publishes the whole 
of them sim ultaneously w ith itself. 
Is it 
to be believed th a t the Exam iner is given 
these dispatches ? 
If so, we have a stan d ­ 
ard from which the Chronicle’s own esti­ 
m ate of th eir value can be calculated. But 
a3 th e Chronicle has never yet been sus­ 
pected of generosity, or of w orking in any 
direction w ithout th e largest considera­ 
tion to be obtained, the reasonable con­ 
clusion is th a t the Exam iner has to pay for 
its dispatches ; and as it derives from them 
precisely th e same benefit as the Chronicle 
enjoys, it is not to be supposed th a t it pays 
a m erely nom inal am ount for the privilege. 
In fact it would seem only fair th a t the 
Exam iner should pay half, or nearly half, 
the cxptnsee, since by securing these dis­ 
patches it is m ade as good a new spaper as 
the Chronicle in respect to news, while in 
all its other departm ents it is a much b et­ 


ter paper. 
N or can it be supposed th a t the Evening 
gato Do T1PW9 f rom th e ( 'hnaticljt f. p 
nothing. 
Using an evening paper, oí course 
it cannot receive as much telegraphic m at­ 
ter as its m orning contem poraries, b ut it 
nevertheless obtains w hatever has come 
over before 4 o'clock iu the afternooD, and 
thus becomes a m em ber of w hat is certainly 
as m uch an association, for all practical 
intents, as tbe 
Associated 
Press. 
The 
Bee also receives occasionally some fresh 
dispatches. 
I t Í3 tru e th a t this does not 
occur frequently, and th at it is obliged to 
republish th e m orning’s news for the m ost 
part, w ith only a few lines of late in telli­ 
gence to im part some sem blance of en ter­ 
prise to th e rehashed mass. 
B ut we do 
not suppose th a t even the slight and unim ­ 
portant serx-ice it receives is had g ra tu it­ 
ously, for we know very well th a t th at is 
not th e Chronicle s w ay of doing business. 
It appears, then, th a t th e latte r journal 
has at least three partners or i/uati partners 
in its telegraphic arrangem ents, and th at 
when it says its bills are not “ footed by an 
association,” though it may be technically 
correct, 
the 
statem ent 
nevertheless 
am ounts to w hat the logicians call a svg 
gaftio falsi. 
Nobody- of course has any doubt th a t it 
6ells its news for as m uch as it can get. 
The Examiner, being directly in competí 
tion w ith it, presum ably pays a round 
price for the dispatches, though, as they 
are not w orth as much as those of th e A s­ 
sociated Press, they cannot be expected to 
bring as much iu th e m arket. 
B ut the 
Chronicle sells its news when it can, ju st as 
it sells every thing else belonging to it xvhen 
it can. 
I t also chcat3 its readers by p u t­ 
ting false dates on stale E astern news re- 
ceix-ed by mail, and printing it as yester­ 
day's dispatches. 
I t also steals the Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatches daily, and serves 
them up th e next morning, th u s com m it­ 
ting th e very offense of which it accuses 
the Call. 
A nd it ia rath er silly for it to 
pretend th a t these things are not so, for 
though discussions on news are perhaps 
“ caviare to the general,” and not interest­ 
ing because not thoroughly understood, 
every journalist in the S tate is necessarily 
m a re of the tru th , and in a position to 
pu t aside th e thin disguises which our 
cornered contem porary employs to conceal 
its m anifest detection. 
H ad it been wire it 
would have held its tongue about a m atter 
which it could no t satisfactorily explain.

TROUBLES. 


! 
rebelled. 
I t is a peculiarity of all labor 
organ’zitions, both Am erican and Eng ish, I 
th a t they never tak e into account tn e 
necessities of the em ployer, b u t alw ays 
act as though th e latter had th e pow er of 
arranging trade to su it himself, aud w as in 
no way dependent upon others. 
They 
seem to entertain 
a 
rooted an tipathy 
to all politico-economical considerations, 
and consequently they have repeatedly 
struck when a candid consideration of the 
facts w onkl have convinced them th a t the 
employers could no t help them selves, and 
had no alternative betw een reducing wages 
and stopping production entirely. 
T he 
statistics of strikes show th a t th ey have 
cost th e strikers very m uch more th an 
they have ever gained by these m ove­ 
m ents, and this is because th e organizers 
of tho strikes have not undertaken to 
discrim inate betw een u n ju st and necessary 
reductions of wages. 
H ad th e leaders of 
the w orkingm en been really fair-m inded 
and intelligent men, they would have 
made this distinction a principle in all 
th eir arran g em en ts: and if they had done 
th a t it cannot be doubted th a t tw o m ost 
im portant results would have followed. 
They w ould have won every battle they 
engaged i n ; aud th ey would have earned 
popular sym pathy, approval, and support 
B ut when labor organizations obstinately 
sh u t th eir eyes to facts, and stupidly in­ 
sist upon having w hat they deem fair 
wages, w hether employers can pay or not, 
it is perfectly clear th a t they m ust often 
fail iu th eir endeax-ors to secure th eir de­ 
m ands, and th a t th ey m ust excite sus­ 
picion as to the justice and seasonableness 
of th eir strikes a t other tim es. 
I t is 
the in terest of th e w orkm an th a t the 
trade by which he lives Ehould flourish, 
bu t it cannot flourish xvhile he refuses to 
accept any share in its losses, though 
alw ays in3Í3tiug upon a share in it3 gains ; 
nor can it flourish while he, as a voter, 
lends his aid to the m aintenance of a fiscal 
system which shuts out th e produce in 
w hich he is interested, from th e foreign 
m arket. 
Reasonableness, in fact, is w hat 
the w orkiegm an appears to bs m ost in 
need o f : 
reasonableness,

gers of a purely insular system . 
Oao of 
the consequences of this state of affairs we 
are w itnessing now. 
The m anufacturers 
have been compelled to lower th e rate of 
wages, anti their w orkm en have a t once

and subtle toxic agent. 
The boy died 
about two days after taking these pills, 
and Dr. Lamson, who had in the m ean­ 
tim e gone over to Paris, was at once re­ 
called. 
Suspicion was directed to him 
from the first, b u t his apparent frankness, 
his in stan t response to th e dispatch calling 
him back, and his well-feigned grief on 
learning th e death of his nephew, per­ 
suaded m any th a t he was innocent. 
A t 
the trial, however, the m edical evidence 
convicted him , though it was stated th a t 
it was alm ost impossible to trace aconite 
in th e organs and tissnes after death. 
The 
defence w as th a t th e boy had died from 
natural causes, b u t this was overthrow n 
by evidence connecting his last illness 
directly w ith the capsules, and other evi- 
deuce which proved th a t the capsules con­ 
tained aconite, 
and not quinine. 
The 
prisoner is a man of good family, b a t this 
has not served him in any way. 
He has 
been tried prom ptly and fairly, has been 
found guilty, and will no doubt have been 
hanged long before th e A m erican people 
know w hether G uitcau is to be pnnishc-d 
or not.

H e says seaman Hamron did 
not com m it Btiicide, b u t was knocked off 
the yard by the flapping of a sail. 
A life­ 
buoy was throw n to him , 
and a boat 
lowered, and a starch m ade for the man, 
b u t w ithout avail. 
C arl Kasm nssen, aged 
17, another of the crew, has been found. 
He ia a bright, likely-looking boy, w ith an 
honest face, whose general appearance and 
dem eanor would im press one w ith a belief 
in th e good qualities of his heart and head. 
H e shipped at A ntw erp as an able-bodied 
seaman. 
H e understood little or no E ng­ 
lish, aud this m ade him a special subject 
of diabolical persecution by tho C aptain 
and the first and eecond m ates. 
A slight 
m isapprehension of an order given in a 
language he did not understand brought a 
blow. 
W hen the vessel was parting from 
the tugboat th a t towed her out of th e har­ 
bor a t A ntw erp, Rasm ussen Bays he was 
assisting a t hauling in the haw ser, when 
the m ate struck him a terrible blow in the 
eye to m ake him pull harder. 
Blows 
and bad treatm en t became daily more 
fam iliar, u n til the ship got round Cape 
H orn into th e Pacific, when lUsraneaen 
says 
not 
a day 
passed 
b ut 
he 
had 
some experience of the b ru tality of those 
officers. 
H e says ho was beaten more than 
any one else of th e crew, because of his 
m eager know ledge of the English language. 
B oth Rasm ussen and the th ird m ate re­ 
peated th e description of th e m anner in 
which the Irishm an M uldoon was sw ung 
up to the mizzen stay w ith his head down 
until ho was black in the face. 
T he boy 
Rasm ussen was driven to desperation by 
the cruelties he was subjected to, and a t­ 
tem pted to escape th e flendishness of his 
persecutors by throw ing himself overboard, 
but was prevented by Driscoll, tb e th ird 
m ate. 
Rasm ussen was kept a prisoner on 
the G atherer for ten days after arriving at 
W ilm ington. 
W hen he finally got away 
from the vessel, he shipped on a schooner 
a t th a t port and went to Big River, and 
came from thence hither, arriving four 
days ago.

JOSEPH 
COOK 
IN 
INDIA. 


Joseph Cook has comp to grief in India, 
where he went w ilk the purpose of con­ 
verting two or three 
hundred 
million 
heathens during liis vacation, and just to 
keep his hand ip, as it were. 
Hut accord­ 
ing to a dispatch he had not been there 
long before he fell foul of the Theosophieal 
Society, and took an early opportunity to 
attack its President and Secretary, Colonel 
Olcott and Madame Blavatsky, no doubt 
with his characteristic ignorance and assur­ 
ance. 
The result was an answer to Lis 
assault which demonstrated the falsehood 
and malice of his statem ents, and which 
drew from an Koglish officer high in sta­ 
tion the expression of an opinion that he 
was a cowardly slanderer. 
N ot being able 
to defend bis position, and not possessing 
the integrity requisite to a manly and 
honorable retraction, this itinerant calum­ 
niator has been compelled to leave India 
in a very dilapidated state, and without 
having made any converts at all. 
Joseph 
Cook is intellectually a sort cf whipped 
syllabub, very frothy, and making quite 
an imposing 
appearance when 
freshly 
arranged, but sinking rapidly into flatness 
and insipidity. 
T hat he should have 
failed in his Indian mission is not surpris­ 
ing, seeing that a long succession of reslly 
able divines have shattered themselves 
against that rock in vain, and seeing also 
th at there is really nothing in the Christian 
religion to recommend it to the Hindoos, 
w hether they bo Buddhists, Sivaites, wor­ 
shipers of Brahm, or of any of the thousand 
cults of the country. 
All its distinctive 
tenets have long been familiar to them in 
their own creeds, and supernatural ere 
dentials can possess no convincing power 
for a people whose religious literature and 
tradition swarm with far more marvelous 
stories than are to be found in the Bible. 
The 
convtrrion 
of Hindostán in 
fact 
ir one cf those impossibilities which can 
only serve to discipline and train too arro­ 
gant Christian missionaries, and men like 
Joseph Cook are particularly unfitted for 
such work. 
In attacking the Theosophieal 
Society, moreover, he rallied against his own 
cause the most active intellectual element 
among the Hindoos, who fully appreciate 
and heartily approve the labors of Colonel 
Olcott and Madame Blavatsky to revive pop­ 
ular interest in ancient Indian literature, 
and especially in the Rnddhist canon and 
faith. 
I t was peculiarly foolish to open 
his campaign with an assault upon those 
active workers, and though Joseph Cook 
could never have i fleeted anything in the 
line he had taken, he earned for himeelf an 
ignominious exit by this act. 


The San Francisco Call the other day re­ 
marked : “ Some of cur contemporaries 
take stale paragraphs from Eastern pa- 
“ pcrs which come by mail, and pass them 
“ off upon the public for telegrams. 
The 


“ Wasp, for instance, only a few days ago 
“ gave several samples of such frauds by 
“ the Chronicle.” 
Yesterday the Chronicle 
attem pted to defend itself against this 
charge, and in a long article, consisting 
chic fly of untruthful praises of its own tel­ 
egraphic enterprise, it somehow contrived 
to ignore the very fraud of which it had 
been accused. 
I t “ emphatically denies 
that it “ garbles ” or “ stuffs ” its news, but 
it dees not and it cannot deny th at it has 
repeatedly published stale news as fresh, 
and new’s which it received by mail as tele­ 
graphic news. 
That is the substance of

from the Watp proofs of the Chronicles de­ 
liberate attem pts to cheat its readers.

printed the articles as dispatches of the

publication. 
The evi­ 
dence adduced by the 
If asp is quite 
conclusive cn this point, and the Chronicle 
Í3 not only accused hut convicted. 
In ­ 
stead ot meeting this very difficult indict­ 
ment it tries to carry the war into Africa, 
by charging the Call with republishing its 
news of the day before. 
If the Call has 
dene this, however, every person knows 
that the Chronicle has also done it. 
Not a 
day passes but that sheet reprints some 
news brought over the wires by the Asso­ 
ciated Press, and in regard to Coast news 
it may he said to he almost entirely de­ 
pendent upon the California Press Asso­ 
ciation. 
The latter is an organization dis­ 
tinct from the Associated Press, and it has 
arranged a most thorough and comprehen­ 
sive news system all over the Pacific Coast. 
The Chronicle is dependent for its coast 
news upon a few agents scattered here and 
there, and unless it can get a clue to 
im portant coast news from early publica­ 
tion in the Bulletin, it is pretty certain to 
be behindhand in its intelligence. 
In the article referred to it makes a very 
ill-founded boast of the exclusiveness of 
its 
news arrangements, saying, among 
other things, that its telegraphic bills “ are 
“ not footed by an association.” 
If by this 
the Chronicle means to assert that it alone 
pays for all its telegraphic news, the pub­ 
lic must conclude that it is a remarkably 
philanthropic journal, and th at it supplies 
the San Francisco Examiner and Evening 
Post, and the Sacramento Bee, with dis­ 
patches for nothing. 
For it is very certain 
that these journals publish its dispatches, 
and that the Examiner publishes the whole 
of them simultaneously with itself. 
Is it 
to be believed th at the Examiner is given 
these dispatches 7 If so, we have a stand­ 
ard from which the Chronicle’s own esti­ 
mate of their value can be calculated. But 
as the Chronicle lias never yet been sus­ 
pected of generosity’, or of working in any 
direction without the largest considera­ 
tion to be obtained, the reasonable con­ 
clusion is that the Examiner ha3 to pay for 
its dispatches ; and as it derives from them 
precisely the same benefit as the Chronicle 
enjoy s, it is not to he supposed that it pays 
a merely nominal amount for the privilege. 
In fact it would seem only fair th at the 
Examiner should pay half, or nearly half, 
the expenses, since by securing these dis­ 
patches it is made a3 good a newspaper as 
the Chronicle, in respect to news, while in 
all its other departments it is a much bet­ 
ter paper. 
Nor can it be supposed that the Evening 
Post gets its news from the Chronicle fur 
nothing. 
Being an evening paper, oí course 
it cannot receive as much telegraphic m at­ 
ter as its morning contemporaries, but it 
nevertheless obtains whatever Las come 
over before 4 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
thus becomes a member of what is certainly 
a9 much an association, for all practical 
intents, as the Associated Press. 
The 
Bee also receives occasionally some fresh 
dispatches. 
It ¡3 true th at this does not 
occur frequently, and that it is obliged to 
republish the niorniDg’s news for the most 
part, with only a few lines of late intelli­ 
gence to impart some semblance of enter­ 
prise to the rehashed mas?. 
But we do 
not suppose that even the slight and unim­ 
portant service it receives is had gratuit­ 
ously, for we know very well th at that is 
not the Chronicle's way of doing business. 
It appears, then, that the latter journal 
haB at least three partners or guasi partners 
iu its telegraphic arrangements, and that 
when it says its hills are not “ footed by an 
association,” though it may be technically 
correct, 
the 
statem ent 
nevertheless 
amounts to w hat the logicians call a svy 
gejitio falsi. 
Nobody of course has any doubt that it 
sells its news for as much as it can get. 
The Examiner, being directly in competi­ 
tion with it, presumably pays a round 
price for the dispatches, though, as they 
are not worth as much as those of the As­ 
sociated Press, they cannot be expected to 


briDg as much iu the market. 
But the 
Chronicle sells its news when it can, just as 
it sells everything else belonging to it when 
it can. 
It also cbeat3 its readers by put­ 
ting false dates on stale Eastern news re­ 
ceived by mail, and printing it as yester­ 
day's dispatches. 
It aleo steals the Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatches daily, and scrvfs 
them up the next morning, thus commit­ 
ting the very effense of which it accuses 
the Call. 
And it is rather silly lor it to 
pretend that these things are not so, for 
though discussions on news are perhaps 
“ caviare to the general,” and not interest­ 
ing because not thoroughly understood, 
every journalist in the State is necessarily 
aware of the truth, and in a position to 
put aside the thin disguises which our 
cornered contemporary employs to conceal 
its manifest detection. 
Had it been wise it 
would have held its tongue about a m atter 
which it could not satisfactorily explain. 


RUSSIA 
AND 
GERMANY. 


If A ustria goes to war with llussia she 
will do so with the full approval of Ger­ 
many. 
A t present the Passim and Ger­ 
man sovereigns occupy such intimate social 
relation? as to interfere seriously with 
Bismarck's proje cts. 
It cannot be doubted 
th at he believes a w ar w ith Russia to bo 
unavoidable, and that, so believing, ho is 
anxious to choose his own time for fighting, 
lie wishes to have this war over and out of 
the way during his and M oltke’s lifetime. 
W ere he able to do as he pleased he would 
most probably so manipulate the present 
situation as to make A ustria hear the first 
brunt of the Russian attack, and then 
step in and finish the Slav power himeelf. 
As it is the fri. ndship existing between 
the old E nporor and the Czar embarrasses 
him, and may prevent him from carrying 
out bis well-cogitated i Ians for the present 
And it is also possible that neither he nor 
his master may live to take advantage of 
another opportunity for settling the great 


issue of Slav versus Teuton,

rebelled. 
It is a peculiarity of all 
organ zitions, both American and Eng 
th at they never take into account tne 
necessities of the employer, but always 
act as though the latter had the power of 
arranging trade to suit himself, aud was in 
no way dependent upon others. 
They 
seem to entertain a rooted antipathy 
to all politico-economical considerations, 
and consequently they have repeatedly 
struck when a candid consideration of the 
facts would have convinced them th at the 
employers could not help themselves, and 
had no alternative between reducing wages 
and stopping production entirely. 
The 
statistics of strikes show th at they have 
coat the strikers very much more than 
they have ever gained by these move­ 
ments, and this is because the organizers 
of tho strikes have not undertaken to 
discriminate between unjust and necessary 
reductions of wages. 
H ad the leaders of 
the workingmen been really fair-minded 
and intelligent men, they would have 
made this distinction a principle in all 
their arrangements : and if they had done 
th at it cannot be doubted th at two most 
im portant results would have followed. 
They would have won every battle they 
engaged in ; and they would have earned 
popular sympathy, approval, and support 
But when labor organizations obstinately 
shut their eyes to facts, and stupidly in­ 
sist upon having w hat they deem fair 
wages, whether employers can pay or not, 
it is perfectly clear that they m ust often 
fail in their endeavors to secure their de­ 
mands, and th at they must excite sus­ 
picion as to the justice and seasonableness 
of their strikes at other times. 
It is 
the interest of the workman th at the 
trade by which he lives Ehould flourish, 
but it cannot flourish while he refuses to 
accept any share in its losses, though 
always insistiug upon a share in its gains ; 
nor can it flourish while he, as a voter, 
lends his aid to the maintenance of a fiscal 
system which shuts out the produce in 
which he is interested, from the foreign 
market. 
Reasonableness, in fact, is what 
the workingman appears to h3 most in 
need o f ; reasonableness, wherewith to 
appreciate the nature and force of his own 
interests, the intimacy of the connection 
between Labor and Capital, the desirability 
of securing the most extended and unre­ 
stricted sale for all products whatever. 
It 
is melancholy 
to Bee how, year after 
year, ho returns to methods the fatal de­ 
fects of which have been pointed out, not 
only by precept but experience, so often 
that the tru th about them has become 
trite. 
It is still more distressing to see 
how persistently he turns away from the 
disinterested couuEels of those who are 
best fitted to advise and assist him, and 
with what strange fatality he throws him­ 
self, again and again, into the arms of dis­ 
honest demagogues and blatant fools, who 
can only lead him iuto difficulties, and 
delude him with false hopes.

There are indications of serious labor 
troubles during the present year, and they 
are likely to be the more serious because 
through the organization of the working­ 
men almost everywhere their movements 
are directed by men who, as a rale, ignore 
altogether the conditions of trade which 
arc responsible for the cause of difference 
between the men and their employers.. Tho 
real origin of the labor troubles now com­ 
mencing is the slackness of trade resulting 
from overproduction. 
That overproduc­ 
tion may be traced to the operation of the. 
tariff, which confines American manufact­ 
urers to the United States for a market, 
and denies them the relief and expansion 
which would bo available if they had all 
the world for a market. 
The tariff has 
built a Chinese wall around the country, 
a id by confining our manufacturers to one 
market has exposed them to all the dan­ 
gers of a purely insular system. 
One of 
the consequences of this state of affairs we 
are witnessing now. 
The manufacturers 
have been compelled to lower the rate of 
wages, and their workmen have at once

DR.

Dr. LamsoD, just found guilty of mur­

This man was convicted of poisoning his 
relative, a deformed and sickly schoolboy, 
for the purpose of obtaining some property 
which the boy inherited. 
He had called

and subtle toxic agent. 
The boy died 
about two days after taking these pills, 
and Dr. Lxmson, who had in the mean­ 
time gone over to Paris, was at once re­ 
called. 
Suspicion was directed to him 
from the first, but his apparent frarkness, 
his ir.stant response to the dispatch calling 
him back, and his well-feigned grief on 
learning the death of his nephew, per­ 
suaded many th at he was innocent. 
At 
the trial, however, the medical evidence 
convicted him, though it was stated that 
it was almost impossible to trace aconite 
in the organs and tissues after death. The 
defense was th at the boy had died from 
natural causes, hut this was overthrown 
by evidence connecting his last illness 
directly w ith the capsules, and other evi­ 
dence which proved th at the capsules con­ 
tained aconite, and not quinine. 
The 
prisoner is a man of good family, but this 
has not served him in any way. 
He has 
been tried promptly and fairly, has been 
found guilty, and will no doubt have been 
hanged long before the American people 
know w hether Guiteau is to be punished 
or not.

E rch le t’er 
commenced " Dear John.” Miss May Gil 
hooly testified that she was employed at 
Woodsum’s next door to llogero’, at the lime 
of the tire, aud saw three trunks among the 
things. She said she alco saw a green carpet 
on the fence before the fire. 
Office Richard 
Stewart aud W. Hooner gave Belle and Susie 
Donavan bad reputations for truth and veraci­ 
ty. James Clark testified that Storm It. Fries’ 
reputation for tru’h and veracity was had. 
Foies is the complainant. Joseph Stephen­ 
son, of San Francisco, a nephew of Mrs. 
Rogers, deposed that in Decamber last, while 
his aunt and uncle were away from fcr.m-’, 
John Fitzgerald came to the house and etayed 
all uight, and occupied the Bame room with 
Belle Donavan.

Witness, on cross­ 
examination, said he left St. Mary’s Col­ 
lege iu May, 1831, where he had bean 
teacher of languages at a salary of §40 a 
mouth and board, and after collecting for Dr. 
Bolton two months went to C. P. Story, Secre­ 
tary of the Home Mutual Company, and of­ 
fered to hunt evidence in the Rogers insur­ 
ance suit if he could be paid for it.

Oakland, March ]fi-h.—A very destruct­ 
ive conflagration, starting at 2 o’clock this 
morning in the stable of the Fourteenth and 
West Oakland Railroad Company, on Four­ 
teenth street, between I’eralta and Center, 
illuminated the eky for miles, and destroyed 
the building, a two-storv frame, 50 by 125 
fret in sizs, and burned 27 horses.

all the cruel acts charged to him, and, in 
turn, says mate W att3 was guilty of all 
the cruelty. 
He says seaman Haceon did 
not commit suicide, but was knoeked off 
the yard by the flapping of a sail. 
A life­ 
buoy wa3 thrown to him, and a boat 
lowered, and a search made for the man, 
but without avail. 
Carl Rasmussen, aged 
17, another of the crew, has been found. 
He is a bright, likely-looking boy, with an 
honest face, whose general appearance and 
demeanor would impress one with a belief 
in the good qualities of his heart aud head. 
He shipped at Antwerp as an able-bodied 
seaman. 
He understood little or no Eng­ 
lish, and this made him a special subject 
of diabolical persecution by the fe’aptain 
aud the first and second mates. 
A slight 
misapprehension of an order given in a 
language he did not understand brought a 
blow. 
W hen the vessel was patting from 
the tugboat that towed her out of the har­ 
bor at Antwerp, Rasmussen says he was 
assisting at hauling in the hawser, when 
the mate struck him a terrible blow in the 
eye to make him pull harder. 
Blows 
and bad treatm ent became daily more 
familiar, until the ship got round Cape 
Horn into the Pacific, when Rasmussen 
says

some experience of the brutality of those 
officers. 
He says he was beaten more than 
any one else of the crew, because of his 
meager knowledge of the English language. 
Both Rasmussen and the third mate re­ 
peated the description of the manner in 
which the Irishman Muldoon was Bwung 
up to the mizzen stay with his head down 
uutil ho was black in the face. 
The boy 
Rasmussen was driven to desperation by 
the cruelties he was subjected to, and a t­ 
tempted to escape the fiendishness of his 
persecutors by throwing himself overboard, 
but was prevented by Driscoll, the third 
mate. 
Rasmussen was kept a prisoner on 
the Gatherer for ten days after arriving at 
Wilmington. 
When he finally got away 
from the vessel, he shipped on a schooner 
at th at port and went to Big River, and 
came from thence hither, arriving four 
days ago.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE GAME LAW. 


The game law, which closed the season 
from 3nd including yesterday for the times 
specified, may be thu3 syncpsized, and true 
huntcis and sportsmen of this city are very 
anxious to have the law strictly enforced : 
Every person who, in any of the counties 
of this State, betweeu the 15th day of March 
and the 15th day of September, in each year, 
hunts, pursues, takes, kills or destroys quail, 
partridge or grouse, or aey kind of duck, or 
rail, or marsh hen3, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Every peisrn who, in the State of 
California, between the 1st day of January 
a u ith e 1st day of July, in each Jear, hunts, 
purgase, takes,, tilia or destroys doves, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Every person who, 
at any time, takes, gathers or destroys the 
egg- of any mallard, wood cr summer duck, 
redhead, teal, gidweil or gray duck, or any 
other species cf wild duck, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
Eveiy person 
who 
shall 
have any of the aforesaid game, or any 
male deer cr buck, r.r any female deer or doe,

Section Col < f the Penal Code is amended 
to read as follows : Any person or persons 
who shall at any time net, pound, weir or 
cage or trap any quail, partridge or grouse, 
or who shall take trom any net, pound, weir, 
cage or trap any quail, partridge or grouse, 
aud retain in his possession, or sell or give 
away the same, is guilty of a misdemeanor.

THE 
STORM 
STILL RAGES. 


The West bound Train Remains 
Snow­ 
Bound at Blue Canyon—The Storm Gen­ 
eral Throughout the State. 


, The storm that commenced last Sunday 
continues in every direction. 
Along the rail­ 
road in the Sierras it has been raging with 
unabated fury. 
Land-slides have occurred 
in many places, enow-sheds have been caved 
in, and the road for many miles is completely 
blocked. 
The west-bound train, due in this 
city Wednesday morning at b:50, ¡3 sti.l at 
Blue Canyon, and will iu all probability re­ 
main there for a day or so longer. 
All of the 
east-bound trains are held at Colfax, and 
those coming west at Reno. 
Superintendent 
R. H. Pratt, since the commencement of the 
storm, has beeD constantly on the ground, 
with a large force of men, and aided by snow­ 
plows, are da’ng all that could be done to 
clear the track, but there are so many tildes, 
and the snow is of so great a depth, that it 
is slow work. 
The east-bound train tha. was 
laid up at Blue Canyon was preceded yester­ 
day by a snsw-plow propelled by five en- 
giuee. 
After 
great difficulty that tram 
reached Truckee last evening. 
In this city yesterday the weather was 
quite variable. 
There was no rain ot any 
moment after 12 noon. 
The sun shone most 
of the day, and light showers occasionally 
fell, but at no time did it appear ts if the 
storm was over. 
The river, at 12 o’clock last night, stood at 
the 12-foot 4 inch mark, having risen four 
inches iu the preceding twenty-four hcurs. 
The water on the Yolo side, above the town 
of Washington, is running through the old 
and unclosed break of two years ago for a 
distance of a mile. 
The people of IV ashing- 
toR have done some woik on the levee to keep 
it from washing. 
The American river, so far 
during thÍ3 storm, has risen but slightly, and 
kept within its banks. 
This is owing prob­ 
ably to the fact that very little rain, hut 
principally enow, has fallen in the section 
drained by that river. 
The total rainfall during the storm for each 
signal pervice station is as follows, v iz : 
Olympia, .15 of an inch; Portland. —Oof an 
inch : Kosebarg, .70 of an inch ; U;d Bluff, 
1 45 inches; Sacramento, 2 41 Inches ; San 
Francisco, 1.97 inches; Visalia, .93 of an 
inch; Los Angeles, 2 34 inches; San Diego, 
.87 of an inch. 
The following statement of rainfall is ob­ 
tained from the record kept by S. U . Ger- 
rish. 
Mr. Gerrish has taken meteorological 
observations a number of years here. 
His 
rain gauge is not at the same altitu ieas 
that used at the signal service station. 
It will be observed that the totals of 
rainfall given as the result of the two ob­ 
servations do not agree. 
Mr. Gerrish re­ 
ports as follows: Rainfall for the present 
storm, up to noon yesterday, 2.02U inches, 
making a total for the month of 2,989 inches, 
and for the ssaeon 12 104 inches.

At San Jose it rained heavily 
¡a the foranoon. 
One inch and thirty-one 
hundredths fell at Woodland during the 
storm, and it was still raining at 2 P. M. 
At 
Bakersfield it was showering all day. 
It 
rained at intervals until noon at Visalis, aud 
all fears of a drought are dispelled. 
The 
storm still continued at Shasta, though with 
lesa severity. 
It began raining again at S »nta 
Kosa last evening, after a clear day. 
Since 
Friday 4 48 inches of rain has fallen at San 
Juan South. 
A heavy rain-Btorm has raged 
at Downieville siuce Monday, aud the aver­ 
age depth of snow in Sierra county is 15 feet. 
All traveling, except on snowshoes, has been 
stopped. 
Frequent showers occurred all day 
at Merced. 
A t San Josa it rained ligbtly 
again last evening.

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W a sh in g t o n , March 16th.—In the matter 
of the appeal of the confirmees of the ltaucho 
Arroyo del llodeo Burvey, in Santa Cruz 
county, California, from the decision of the 
Cju.uiissior.er of the General Land Office, 
S cretary Kirkwood has sustained the Coin­ 
n i<-i 'nei’s decision, on the ground that the 
pub ication of the survey in the newspapers, 
according to law, was not followed by a pre­ 
test from the confirmees within the legally 
allotted time, thus rendering the survey final. 
A Breezy Scene In the Ilonse or it cure 
sentallves. 
W a sh in g t o n , March 16th. — Money of 
Mississippi got the floor, and stated that he 
rose to a privileged question, and sent to the 
Clerk's desk and had read the official notes of 
the Speaker’s remarks made when he 
(Money) was attempting to get theflvor to 
speak on the bill for the relief of sufferers 
from the Mississippi oveitiow. 
“ Mr. Speaker,” ho then said, “ I want to 
state the circumstances which attended this 
very remarkable declaration by the Speaker.” 
He was not allowed to proceed further, but 
the Speaker called him to order, and said : 
“ The Chair understood the gentleman to rise 
for the purpose of suggesting something that 
was privileged.” 
Money—I have, if the Speaker will be 
patient. I want to be understood about this 
matter. 
The Speaker—The Chair also wants to be 
understood about this matter. The Chair de­ 
sires to state that if the gentleman arose for 
the purpose of making any correction the 
Chair will acquiesce, but if he rises for the 
purpose of passing any ciiticism on the Chair, 
the Chair will take occasion to call him to 
order. 
Money—I risi in my right as a member of 
this House, to protest against the language 
by the Speaker as a gross breach of decorum 
and of the privileges of this House. 
Here Money was again interrupted fcy ioud 
cries ef “ Order ” on the Republican side, 
and by the continuous rapping of the 
Speaker’s gavel, while Camp of New York 
and other Republicans demanded that the 
wo.ds Bpoken be taken down and read from 
tli; Clerk’s deik, to which demand Money 
gave concurrence. 
The Speaker—The Chair will order the 
Sergeant at-Arms to see that ths gentleman 
now pre.-crves order. The gentleman wiil be 
seat.d. I will state again that the Chair hsi: 
no desire to use oppressive measures in any 
sense upon any member, but when any gen­ 
tleman insists upon making a speech out of 
order the Chair regards himtelf hound to call 
him to order, If the gentleman from Missis­ 
sippi desires to make fct.y explanation cr cor­ 
ree.ion in what he said, the Chair will recog­ 
nize him, but wiil not reoogniza him for the 
purpose of making an aesault upon the Chair 
out of order. [Applause on the Republican 
side. ] 
Money—I am net objecting to the action 
of the Chair in calling me to order. For half 
a minute, or a minute, I was out of order, 
but under no rule of this Houeo has the 
Chair authcrity to reprimand or punish any 
member of this House. 
Hiscock—The gentleman is not in crder in 
putting the Speaker on tri.l hsre, and is not 
in the line of privilege in here and now ar- 
rairmag the Speaker. 
The Speaker—The Chair will state that 
the gentleman from Mississippi is recognized 
for tbe purpose of making any explanation 
with regard to his own conduct, but beyond 
that the Chair holds that he is cut of order, 
and iesi8ts upon exercising Lia light as pre­ 
siding officer in seeing that the gentleman is 
in order. 
Money—I recognize tbe Speaker’s right to 
preserve order, but I rise as a matter of priv­ 
ilege, in justice to myself and to the House, 
to call the attention of the House to the fact 
that the Speaker has reprimanded a member 
of the Hon e. That is a breach of the piivi- 
leges of the House, and I desire to put it en 
record. 
' 
The Spaaker—The gentleman violates the 
privilege given him now. 
Money—I have been advised by perhaps 
the best parliamentarian in the House that I 
have a right tcrise to a question oí privilege, 
and that it wa3 due myeelf ar,d the House 
that this matter should be stated. 
The S;>taker—The Chair still recognizes its 
right to preserve order in the House, and 
when tife gentleman insisted on speaking, as 
the Chair then believed, out of order, and in 
violation of its rules, it was tbe duty of ths 
Cnsir to preserve order. 
McLace—I understand the gentleman to 
rise to a question of privilege, and I submit 
to the Chair that he must be allowed to statu 
his question of privilege, and that the Chair 
must submit to the House to pass upon it. 
The Speaker—The gentleman from Mory- 
land rises toa parliamentary icq airy. The 
Chair understands that the gentleman from 
Misris-ippi rose to a question of privilege, but 
that this question only extends to a vindica­ 
tion of himself, and is m no ser.se to be al­ 
lowed to violate (he rules of parliamentary 
law by issaiiiag ths .Speaker by criticism. 
McLane—The Cbtir misunderstmds my 
itquiry. It was not a parliamentary inquiry. 
I rose to a question of privilege, and that 
question is the right of the gentleman to 
speak. I have the most perfect respect for 
the Chair, and will not utter a word inccn- 
sietent with that respect. 
Here ‘here were loud cries of “ Order ’’ on 
the Republican side, which led Tillman of 
South Carolina to suggest ironically that 
McLane was a member of the House. 
McLane (continuing)—While I have this 
rtfpact for the Chair, I have also some re­ 
spect for myself, and when I find the gentle­ 
man from Mississippi called to order by the 
gentleman from Newr York (Jsurp) and taken 
to ta k by the Speaker, neither the gentleman 
fr in New York nor the Speaker recognizing 
that he took ths floor on a question of privi­ 
lege, I rise to a question of privilege, and that 
is th?v it becon ei the duty of the Speaker to 
submit that question to the House. 
Ilia Speaker—The gentleman is mistaken. 
McLane (irylj)-T would like to know 
how ? 
_ 
The Speaker—The Choir recognized the 
g-ntiemao fr.mi Mi-sissippi on a question of 
privilege, but the moment the gentleman 
violated ids right to such privilege, any other 
gentleman as well as the Speaker might have 
called him to order. Tbe Chair recollec’s no 
cate where' a question of privilege has been 
submitted to t ha House. 
Iveana of West Virginia—Does ths Chair 
intend to be understood by his statement 
now, and his action to day, as claiming that 
it is either the right or duty of the Speaker 
of the House to reprimand a member without 
the action • f the House? 
The Speaker—The Chair holds that if is 
his most imperative duty to preserve order, 
and whenever any stcp3 aro necessary within 
the power of the Chair, this Chair will assert 
them. [Applause on the Republican side ] 
Kenns—I hope the Chair will not evao’e 
• v inquiry. 
The ripc^kcr—If gentlemen will not. re­ 
sume their seats when out of order, and are 
called to order, the Chair will go further, if 
necessary, than merely to reprimand them, if 
the> insist on violating tho rules of the 
House. When any gentleman is openly in 
the act of vi latiog the rules of the House, 
which tbe Chair is charged with enforcing, 
the Chvir regards it as not only his right, but 
his duty, tj reprimand him. and in ist upon 
order. Not that he has aright tocj.ll amem- 
ber up to punish him, hut tbe right to call 
him to order, being as it stands alone and 
without precedent. 
Money—As I was proceeding to say, and I 
am speaking without passion—simply in de­ 
fense of my rights and the rights of this 
House—when the bill appropriating $150,000 
f..r the relief < f sufLr-rs by overflow was un­ 
der consideration, thirty minutes wers al­ 
lowed for del ate ; and none of that time was 
granted representatives of the section most 
interested in the bill. The gentleman from 
New York (HLco k) formed out his time. I 
asked him several times for a few minutes, 
and so did King, Dnnn. Huberts ard Chal- 
meis. These it quests were denied, and ths 
floor given to other gentlemen who had no 
direct, interest in the people concerned. 
Then when the gentleman demanded the pre­ 
vi. u-: <iuestion, I rose to a parliamentary in­ 
q u ir y , and asked the Speaker if the thirty 
miaureb’ limit had expired.

W a s h in g t o n , March lO.h.—In the House 
to-dxy the Chinese bill was discussed by 
Willis of Kentucky, Cassidy of Nevada, Tay­ 
lor of Ohio, Blount of Gsorgia, and without 
any amendment the bill went over until to­ 
morrow. 
Caucus of Brpubllrnn Representative*. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 16tb.—Representa­ 
tive Robeson presided at a caucus of Repub­ 
lican Representatives to-night. A resolution 
was adopted, without dissent, to the effect 
that any legislation at the present time look- 
iog to a reduction of the internal revenue tax 
upon whisky, tobaccx and cigars is unwise 
and inexpedient, but that Eome relief should 
be accorded by Congress by extending the 
time that whisky may remaiu in bond with­ 
out the payment of tax. 
ilicrnian Vindicated. 
W ashington, March 16tb.—The report of 
the committee investigating, the Treasury ex­ 
penses is very voluminous, and completely 
vindicates Secretary Sherman. The com­ 
mittee recommended certain safeguards 
against the illegal use of the Treasury con­ 
tingent funds in future. 
The Imprisoned Americans. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 16th.—The Depart­ 
ment of State has Bent to the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs copies of the tele­ 
graphic correspondence between the Depart­ 
ment and the Legation at London respecting 
the imprisonment of Americans in Ireland 
under the Coercion Act. The cases of Mc- 
Sweeny and Hart are especially alluded to. 
In his negotiations regarding the former, 
Lowell failed to obtain from the British Gov­ 
ernment any information beyond that con­ 
tained in tho warrant of arrest, but was as­ 
sured by Lord Granville that McSweeny’s 
conduct brought him under the Coercion Act, 
and he could not be released. Hart’s reputa­ 
tion is bad, and he will not promise to behave 
better if Bet at liberty. Lowell does not be­ 
lieve cither is more innocent than a majority 
of the persons arrested. In answer to the 
Department’s instructions to waive for the 
present all discussion of the justice of these 
arbitrary imprisonments, but to press for 
early trials of the various American "sus­ 
pects,” Lowell states that her Mejesty’sGov- 
ernmeut has promised to give the matter im­ 
mediate attention. 
Anti-.llonopoly la Illinois. 
S p r in g f ie l d , March 16th. — Thu Anti­ 
Monopoly Convention yesterday adopted res­ 
olutions reaffirming the railroad legislation of 
Illinois ; that corporations are subject to the 
control of the Legislature ; that the railroad 
laws should be Btrictly enforced; that the 
Governor and Warehouse Commission should 
prosecute to the utmost the constant viola­ 
tions oi the laws ; that pass-givmg-is indirect 
bribery, and that no candidate should receive 
the support of this Convention for any office 
who will take such a bribe, or will not favor 
a law to make the offering or taking of passes 
bribery, and disqualify a man from office ; 
that this Convention eelcct it ¡?tato Commit­ 
tee o f one or more from each county is detect, 
report and prosecute violations of the railroad 
laws ; that this committee be recommended 
to proceed againd railroad compai ies bv quo 
warranto, or the It i!rood and Warehouse 
Commission; that the Railroad and Waie- 
house Commission will neglect its duty unless 
it give a two-cent per mile rata for passengers 
on the leading roads of the State, and cut. 
down freight rates to compare with those of 
other States ; that ths Railroad ar.d Ware­ 
house Commission bhall prosecute abuses 
«ithout formal complaint. 
Another Railroad Incorporated. 
Chicago, March 16th.—A Springfield spe­ 
cial dispatch says : The Chicago and Kansas 
City Air Line Railroad Company yesterday 
filed artie'es of incorporation. The rcuto is 
from Chicago to the Mississippi river, therce 
to Kansas City. Capital, §5,000,000. The 
incorporators ore Elias- Morris, George S. 
Hardenbrook, Robert L. Martin, Frank II. 
Dickey, Horace F. White of Chicago, John 
A. Leslie of New York, and John M. Davies 
of San Francisco. 
The Appearance of Murder. 
D e n v e r (Col.), March lO .h.—The Tribunes 
Iieadville special says: Adolph Gyson this 
morning reported this his partner, Albert 
Walter, was accidentally killed at their mine 
near here last night. An investigation gives 
the affair the appearance of murder. The 
men are said to have quarreled the night be­ 
fore the murder, and the indications are that 
the former committed the deed by striking 
the latter a blow on the head. 
Another Lease or Lite. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 16th.—The President 
has ordered a further respite of thirty days 
in the case of Edward M. Kelly, sentenced 
to be hanged at Santa Fe, N. M., on the 17th 
of February and who woo then granted a 
respite until the 17th of March.

N ew Y o rk, M arch 16 b .—C h arles E.Locke 
has closed a contract with Oscar Wilde for a 
series of twenty lectures on the Pacific coist 
between March 22d and April 15th. Wilde 
is to receive $5,C00 and have his expenses 
paid. Insurance Ceillflrntes Bcfus-U. 
A I.bant, March 16th.—The Superintendent 
of the Insurance Department has refused to 
issue certificates to the agents of the National 
Life Insurance Company of the United States 
at Chicaso, on the ground that the statement 
and certificate of deposits and securities is 
not in compliance with tho statutes. 
End of a Long Fast.

THREATENED FLOODS. 
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The Stockton Mail of the 15th says : 
Between Beecher’s raoch and Peters’, San 
Joaquín county, the country on both sides 
of the railroad is partly covered with water, 
and hundreds of acres of grain are inun­ 
dated. A great quantity of rain has fallen 
in the mcuutains. In the Salt Spring val­ 
ley reservoir the water is now eighteen feet 
high, having risen 7 feet 11 iucke3 since 
Suaday. Superintendent Knight reports 
that a vast quantity of water is on its way 
down from the mountame. This being the 
case, it is feared that there may be quite 
in area of land in this county yet over­ 
flowed. Mouutain roads are reported to be 
as yet uninjured in the main, but the pros­ 
pect is conridcred good that some bridges 
will be washed away before the storm ia 
over. Men iu from the Calaveras bottoms 
report lands inundated there which were 
high and dty three years ago, and which 
remained uninjured through the big ftood 
of 1861 and 1862. Among the ranches re­ 
ported covered with water in places are 
those of Potter, Cole, Howland and II. S. 
Hall. A break was this morniDg expected 
at Mesick’s ranch. Charles Mosher repoits 
the water commg in on his land this morn­ 
ing before he left home. There are reports 
of oveiflowsof the Mokelumne, also in the 
vicinity of Woodbridge, but tbe particulars 
have not come to hand. 
The Stockton Independent of the 16th 
says : F. 11. K'ncxid, residing near Ilipon, 
was in the city yesterday, and gave the in­ 
formation th%t the Stanislaus river was so 
high as to ovetflowr its bxnkB and flood the 
bottom lands in places. An overflow at 
this point necessitates a rise of ten feet, 
showing that a very heavy rainfall has 
taken place in that section during the last 
storm. No particular damage is antici­ 
pated, however, and the large tracts of 
land, of a sxndy forma’ion, are largely ben­ 
efited. In earlier days large portions of the 
San Joaquin valley were occasionally over­ 
flowed, and while damage to grow ing crops 
wa3 sometimes the resuri, yet the deposit 
of rich sediment fully repaid the loss at 
toe next season. Mr. Kincaid ie very 
jubilant over the season thus far, and 
deems that the prospects for the larger 
portion of this great grain-growing division 
of California were hardly ever more favor­ 
able. 
The Stockton Herald of the 15th saye : 
There has been a heavy fall of rain the last 
few days in the foothills, and irom the 
present outlook there Beems to be no reason 
why the country east of Stockton will not 
be flooded before morniDg. The sloughs 
aDd rivers are swollen, and ia some places 
are over their banks. For two er three 
days the Calaveras and San Joaquin rivers 
have been rising, and to-day Mormon 
slough is booming with the rush of water. 
The report from Milton is that euch a storm 
has not been experienced there for years 
before. At Findley's ranch, in the foot­ 
hills four miles east of Milton, the rainfall 
for the past twenty-four hours was two 
and a quarter inches. 
The mountain 
streams are over their banks, and for two 
days the Sonora stage has not connected 
with tiie train at Milton. Farnrngton this 
morning at 11 o’clock was in danger of a 
flood. The water had reached the t ps of 
the bridges across the sloughs, and was 
rising so rapidly that below the village it 
had bri kfn over the backs and was spread­ 
ing over the surrounding countiy. The 
water in the Stanislaus river has ri.-eu. nine 
feet since yesterday morning. Ac Walt­ 
hall station, on the Copptropo'i* road, 
eight miles from this city, the Mormon 
slough had broken its banks at noon to-day, 
and several ranches were under water. John 
Wilson, of Holden stati on, reports the 
country overflowed iu that section, and J. 
H. Itodgo, who resides on the Calaveras, 
has a like report, while J. H. Tone reports 
the water surrounding his house. The 
overflow from the Calaveras river reached 
the Rural Cemetery this afternoon. A 
great deal of the water which ha3 in past 
years found an cutlet through Miner cnau- 
nel will be carried by the East-street canal 
into Mormon channel, and the North-street 
caual wiil keep ccnsiderablo of the water 
of the Calaveras from coming into this city. 
If the storm continues Stockton will get 
the back-water from the Sacramento, San 
Joaquin a-d Mokelumne rivers, and a fked 
may be expected. 
Thomas Kennedy, a farmer residing near 
the Cxlavtras river, arrived in Stockton 
Wednesday and reported that Tuesday’s 
rain in the foothills had caused the river 
to ovei fl iw its banks and to inundate a 
section of country five or six Equare miles 
in extent. The inundation began at the 
npper-end of Charles Ferryman’s place and 
submerged the farms of George Klinger, 
John W ilson, John Darrell, lLecher and 
others. If the water does not remain many 
days on the ground but little damage will 
be done. 
• ■■ ... - — 
T hf. Asteroids —Herr Hornstein has 
commanicFe 1 to the Vienna Academy the 
result of his recent researches in ocn:c- 
tion with the asteroids. He think3 that 
the nnmber of those with a diameter of 
over twenty-five geographical miles is ex­ 
tremely small, and that probably all such 
were discovered before 1859. The Number 
of asteroids with a diameter le3s than five 
miles seems also to bo very small, at least 
in the parts of the asteroid zone next 
Mars ; in the outer regions next Jupiter 
there may be a more considerable numbsr 
of these very small bodies. Most asteroids 
seem to have a diameter between live and 
fifteen miles. The average number of as­ 
teroids with a diameter of five to ten miles 
discovered annually within the last twenty 
years is about three ; tho number of those 
of ten to fifteen miles diamelcr about one 
and one sixth. Thus, should no telescopes 
greatly more powerful than the present 
ones be used in future in search for those 
bodies, we may expect but a moderate 
“ find” of asteroids with diameters under 
five or over fifteen geographical miles, 
while a considerable increase of those with 
diameters of five to fifteen miles will be 
looked for.
